My dear people of the Diocese of Edmonton: 

As I write this, it is just a month since we 
arrived in Edmonton and were transported to the 
See House, to find a fire burning there and a cup 
of tea graciously prepared by Mrs. Sparling. 

It has been an eventful month for me, as the 
work of the diocese has been gradually opened to 
my understanding. It has also been a happy 
month, happy both because of your friendship 
and also because of my realization of the wonder¬ 
ful opportunities for our Church at this time. 

It would be foolish for me, after a few short 
weeks, to attempt to sum up the religious situation 
in Western Canada. Yet the “first impressions” 
of your bishop may be interesting to you. 

In some parts of Canada our Church’s in¬ 
fluence is in part due to the lingering respect 
of many people for the Church that in England 
they knew as the Established Church, They are 
not “C of E” themselves, but they look to the 
“C of E” to be in the forefront on special occa¬ 
sions, as it was in the old land. I do not think 
that this is a great factor in our influence in 
Western Canada. There are too many here whose 
racial origin is not Anglo-Saxon for the English 
view of the Church of England to be prominent. 

Nor do I think that we can rest any longer 
on the fact that in most parts of Western Canada 
we were the first Church on the scene. Somehow 
we let that advantage slip, and we have seen 
others come in and take over fields that once 
were ours alone. 

If our Church is going to be a power in 
western Canada, it will be so only because it 
outlives, outthinks ,and outworships others. Com¬ 
petition between the churches should not be the 
chief feature of their work, but some competition 
is almost inevitable. It can be truly Christian 
competition only if we all respect each others 
sincerity and try to understand each other’s 
virtues. Then we can go on each to live our own 
Church life to the full, confident that God will 
grant final success wherever we are true to Christ. 

I do not believe that Church Union will come 
by minimizing our differences or by weakening 
our distinctive witness in an attempt to find a 
faith that is the least common denominator of 
our creeds. I believe that Church Union will come 
when Anglicans are better Anglicans, United 


Churchmen are better United Churchmen, Presby¬ 
terians better Presbyterians. 

Therefore we do not need to plan our work 
so as to steal people from other Communions. But 
we do want, and should be on fire, to snatch 
people from unbelief or indifference or that vague, 
comfortable half-Christianity which never wor¬ 
ships and never demands sacrifice. These ways 
are ways of the death of the soul, and our love 
of Christ must constrain us to save our brothers 
who are in the shadow of such death. 

I have been thrilled to sense in the clergy 
and people of Edmonton this feeling of mission. 
Somewhere in your history you have been awaken¬ 
ed to a desire so to preach the Gospel that men 
are brought into the age-long fellowship of the 
Body of Christ. Our Church can truly say that 
she has sought to hold to all that is true in her 
Cathloic heritage and to embrace all that is good 
in the Reformation insights. We have to be both 
High Church and Low Church (I use those terms, 
though I thank God they are dying out)—High 
Church because we know the high and holy place 
that the Church occupies in Christ’s plan. Low 
Church because we bum with evangelical zeal 
for the conversion of the world. 


If we do that, I have no fears for the in¬ 
fluence of our Church in Western Canada, or any¬ 
where else. It will be a true influence, not based 
upon memories of yesterday, but based upon 
the Power of Christ manifest in our midst. 


It is that power that I feel pulsing through 
the life of the Diocese of Edmonton. It is the 
explanation of your Budget for 1954. It stagger¬ 
ed me when I first saw it, for it looks so ambitious. 
Then I realised what it means. It means that you 
have seen all around you opportunities for Christ 
and you have resolved to stretch your resources 
to meet them. Think of our Budget in that way 
and I have no worries about it. “Behold. I say 
unto you: Lift up your eyes and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest.” 

God bless you and fill you with His Grace. 
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GUEST EDITORIAL 

On Ash Wednesday Lent came upon us. Some 
of us do not like Lent with its prohibitions, fasts 
and private disciplines to “mortify the flesh”. 
One is possessed by the dark suspicion at this time 
of year, that the Church really thinks that a man 
“is moral as long as he is uncomfortable”, which 
was George Bernard Shaw’s quip at the English¬ 
man’s attitude to morals and manners! 

Lent will always cause questions and raise 
eyebrows. The reason is because it challenges the 
strategy of the unbelieving world concerning the 
Kingdom of God. It offers the world another 
plan for bringing in the Kingdom and, we believe, 
a more realistic one. 

The world is always trying to bring in the 
Kingdom without having to face the fact of sin. 
It wants salvation—but without having to take 
drastic measures about evil. It is hoped that 
somehow or other, we can come to some equit¬ 
able terms with evil; that it can be dealt with, 


perhaps, by a “policy of containment”; that there 
is no need to go to extremes and actually do 
battle. 

Lent makes the Church’s plan a radically 
different one—Lent, and of course, Good Friday. 
It says that there is no other way to deal with 
evil effectively except by joining the battle and 
conquering it with the superior forces of God. 
This always means suffering; but suffering is 
the Christian way. Isn’t the symbol of the Christ¬ 
ian way to salvation a symbol of execution? 

The great words of Lent must be made to 
sound in man’s life if he is going to hear the 
great words of the other seasons of the year. 
There is the “peace” of Christmas; the “victory” 
of Easter; the “power” of Pentecost and the 
“glory” of Ascensiontide—along with these words 
go, “sacrifice” and “discipline” of Lent. If we 
want any of them we must have them all. We 
cannot pick and choose. But when they are taken 
together—the strategy becomes clear. Good grows 
out of evil; achievement out of the holy suffering, 
Easter out of Good Friday. The Kingdom is born 
in travail and suffering. 

It is so different from the world’s strategy! 
But it is the plan which God has given us. And 
it is the only workable plan in the world, because 
it faces all the facts.

New Rector is Named to 
St. Paul’s, Edmonton 

The Reverend Canon George W. Lang, 
B.A., of St. Luke’s Church, Red Deer, 
has been appointed Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, Edmonton, by the Right Rever¬ 
end H. Clark, Anglican Bishop of 
Edmonton. Mr. Lang will succeed the 
Reverend George D. Kelly, who is leav¬ 
ing on March 1st to be Rector of Holy 
Trinity Church, Winnipeg. The an¬ 
nouncement was made at the morning 
service at St. Paul’s Feb. 14th. 

CanonLang is a native of Vancouver, 
B.C., where he received his elementary 
and secondary education. He received 
his B.A. from the University of British 
Columbia, and for three years studied 
Medicine at the University of Manitoba. 
Hearing the call to the ministry, he en¬ 
rolled at the Anglican Theological Col¬ 
lege, Vancouver, where he graduated in 

1935. 

He was ordained deacon on St. Mark’s 
Day, April 25th, 1935 in St. Paul’s 
Church, Vancouver, and was ordained 
priest on St. Barnabas’ Day, June 11th, 

1936, in St. Stephen’s Church, Calgary. 
He was curate at St. Stephen’s from 
1935 to 1937, when he went to the 
parish of Strathmore. In 1940 he was 
appointed to Okotoks in the Turner 
Valley. Mr. Lang went to St. Luke’s 
Church, Red Deer in 1942. In 1952 he 
was made a Canon of the Cathedral 
Church of the Redeemer, Calgary. On 
leaving the Diocese of Calgary, Mr. Lang 
will cease to be a Canon.

HOWARD HEWLETT CLARK 

By Divine Permission, Lord Bishop of Edmonton 


“Receive the Holy Ghost for the office 
and work of a Bishop in the Church of 
God, now committed to thee by the 
imposition of our hands; In the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

With these words, accompanied by the 
laying on of hands of the Metropolitan, 
The Most Reverend W. F. Barfoot, Pri¬ 
mate of all Canada, and Bishops of the 
Province of Rupert’s Land, Howard Hew¬ 
lett Clark became numbered among the 
successors of the holy Apostles in the 
Episcopal order of the Church of God, 
on the Feast of the Conversion of St. 
Paul, in All Saints’ Cathedral, Edmonton; 
and a new chapter in the life of the 
Diocese of Edmonton was opened. 

Following the great procession of lay 
delegates to Synod, clergy and Bishops, 
the Archbishop began the service of 
Holy Communion, the central service 
of the Catholic Church in which all her 
most important Rites are enshrined. The 
Epistle was read by the Bishop of Bran¬ 
don (The Right Reverend I. A. Norris) 
and the Gospel by the Bishop of Sask¬ 
atchewan (The Right Reverend H. D. 
Martin). The sermon was preached by 
the Very Reverend N. R. Burke, Dean 
of New Westminster. 

The Bishop-elect was then presented 
to the Metropolitan by the Bishop of 
Saskatoon (The Right Reverend S. C. 
Steer) and the Bishop of Calgary (The 
Right Reverend G. R. Calvert, with the 
words, “Most Reverend Father in God, 
we present unto you this godly and well- 
learned man to be ordained and con¬ 
secrated Bishop.” The Chancellor of the 
Diocese, the Honourable Mr. Justice 
Frank Ford, then read the Certificate 
of Election and the Certificate of Con¬ 
firmation of Election of the Bishop-elect, 
who then took the Oath of Due Obed¬ 
ience to the Metropolitan, which was 
administered by the Bishop of Keewatin 
(The Right Reverend H. E. Hives). The 
Litany was then sung by the Bishop of 
Athabasca (The Right Reverend R. J. 
Pierce), after which the Bishop-elect 
was examined by the Metropolitan re¬ 
garding his vocation to the Bishopric, 
his faith and doctrine, and his willingness 
to perform the duties appertaining to 
the office of Bishop. 


Then, when the Bishop-elect had been 
robed in his full episcopal habit, he 
knelt before the Metropolitan and with 
the Bishops of the Province standing 
around, him, the great Invocation of the 
Holy Spirit, “Veni Creator” was sung. 
This hymn dates from the ninth century 
and has probably been sung at the 
consecration of all bishops since that 
time. 

After the most solemn prayer for the 
Bishop-elect, the Metropolitan and his 
brother Bishops laid their hands on his 
head and with the words set out at the 
beginning of this article Howard Hewlett 
Clark became a Bishop in the Church of 
God. 

The service of Holy Communion then 
moved towards its climax, during which 
the new Bishop received the Body and 
Blood of our Lord, along with his 
brother Bishops. 

After the Blessing was sung, the great 
hymn, “Thy hand, O God, has guided 
Thy flock from age to age”, and as the 
Archbishop lead the new Bishop, whom 
he had consecrated to succeed himself 
in the See of Edmonton, out of the 
Cathedral, we could not help but give 
thanks to God for a great episcopate 
and for the godly and well-learned man 
who was to be our Father in God. 

The Bishop was now consecrated but 
he had not yet been enthroned as Bishop 
of Edmonton. This ceremony took place 
in the evening. It was indeed a brilliant 
service. One cannot forget the warm 
and powerful voice of the Bishop as he 
took the oaths required by the Canons of 
the Province and Diocese, nor the voice 
of love with which he gave his first 
episcopal blessing to his people, nor the 
affectionate way with which he address¬ 
ed his people and challenged them with 
these words, “I hope and pray that 
Edmonton Diocese will always be mis¬ 
sionary . . . that you and I shall be work¬ 
ing together to make our Church great 
as it gives light to them that sit in 
darkness and guides men’s feet into the 
way of peace.” 

And with the blessing of our new 
Bishop, consecrated and enthroned, a 
memorable day in the history of the 
Diocese came to an end. 


A.Y.P.A. NEWS

In preparing this Lenten message to 
you I was puzzled as to what to use as 
a basis for my material. However, realiz¬ 
ing that the first Lent was used by 
Christ as a period of preparation for his 
days of labor that were to follow, I 
decided to follow His experience in the 
wilderness. 

During His forty day fast Christ is 
recorded as saying three short phrases, 
all of them being addressed to Satan. 
Perhaps we as Christians may benefit 
from these and use them as guides for 
our daily lives. When tempted to turn 
stones into bread Jesus said, “Thou shalt 
not live by bread alone but by the every 
word of God.” He is telling us in this 
passage that our material existence is 
not soley important, but that the spirit¬ 
ual side of our life must also be cared 
for. The Holy Communion regularly and 
often probably provides the best nourish¬ 
ment. 

When offered all the realms of earth 
in return for worshipping the devil, Jesus 
replied to Satan that, “Thou shalt wor¬ 
ship the Lord thy God, and Him only 
shalt thou serve.” A very binding state¬ 
ment especially when the reader is 
aware of the word ‘only’ which is in¬ 
cluded in the context. During this season 
we should practice making all our action 
Christ-centred. A short daily examina¬ 
tion would make us aware of our down¬ 
falls that we should then try to correct. 
If problems or troubles arise I am sure 
that your parish priest would be able 
to help you solve them. 

The third phrase that Christ uttered 
in his fasting was on the occasion when 
Satan tempted Him to throw Himself off 
of the pinnacle as God would send his 
angels to care for Him. But Christ, in 
what was perhaps his strongest rebuke 
said, “Thou shalt not tempt the Lord our 
God.” A strong warning issued not only 
to Satan but to all those who are guided 
by the devil rather than by the works of 
God.

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SHROVE TUESDAY LAYMEN’S BANQUET 


Four hundred and forty-four laymen 
listened with wrapt attention to the 
Right Reverend H. H. Clark, Bishop of 
Edmonton when he addressed this an¬ 
nual banquet in the Macdonald Hotel on 
Shrove Tuesday. 

“This is a wonderful sign” said Bishop 
Clark, “that our diocese can bring to¬ 
gether so many on an occasion like this. 
You, at least, have not become victims of 
the notion that the Church is for ladies 
only. Someone wrote a verse which went 
like this:— 

‘In the forefront of the battle, 

In the bivouac of life, 

You will find the Christian soldier 

Represented by his wife.’ 

Whence comes the strange idea that 
to be religious is to be unmanly, feminine 
or weak? Is it because men think that 
religion is concerned only with repression 
—with spoiling fun? If they think that, 
obviously they have not read the story 
of Jesus Christ who gave us all that is 
true and good. He said, ‘I am come that 
they might have life and have it more 
abundantly.’ And you know, as you read 
of Him, that He really lived. No one 
was ever more alive than He. 

Or do these good folk think that re¬ 
ligion beside being repressive, is dull? 
I don’t know where they get the idea 
from —unless we who are Christian 
leaders have spoiled what is the most 
exciting proclamation the world has ever 
know—the Christian Gospel. 

Or is it that these good folk think that 
there is nothing new in the Christian 
story? They do not realize how supris¬ 
ing Christian morality can be when it is 
applied in the spirit of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. The Christian religion is a man’s 
faith, and a man’s life. 

I must ask you this question. How 
can we, in the Church of England in 
Canada, use the laymen of the Church 
so that they will uphold and proclaim 
that faith and live that life? All that I 
say here is based on two premises. First, 
if our Church is to do in the world 
what she should do, we have to increase 
somehow the laymen’s share in the 
Church’s life. The blunt truth is that our 
Church is not skillful in her use of the 
energy, devotion and wisdom that you, 
the laity, have to offer. 

I have a second premise. The laymen, 
like the clergymen, must work within the 
ancient constitution of the Church. And 
that constitution, is not, strictly speaking, 


democratic. In other words, it is not 
based upon the will of the people. It is 
theocratic, based upon the will of God. 
You have only to read the New Testa¬ 
ment to see that the apostles and 
presbyters and other ministers there were 
expected to rule, to exercise authority. 
Indeed the Church’s constitution is some¬ 
thing like an old-fashioned family. All 
the members of the family have their 
appropriate function. The son does not 
try to take his father’s place as head of 
the family. The father respects the son. 
Let us all work together and plan to¬ 
gether. No true democracy is frightened 
of strong leadership, and the earliest 
Christian Church was fortunate in having 
strong leadership. It also had law, with¬ 
out which, liberty cannot be preserved; 
and the bishop and presbyters were 
bound by law as much as the lay people. 
That is the kind of Church government 
we have because it is the New Testa¬ 
ment kind. It is the kind that God 
gave us. 

So what, then, is the call to the Christ¬ 
ian laymen today? There is first of all 
the business side of the Church’s work. 
Here is something the laymen obviously 
can do. I would urge that the layman 
be as truly business-like in his Church 
work as he is in his daily work. Some¬ 
times I have seen men who are alert, 
daring and resourceful in business, be¬ 
come cautious, penny-pinching and blind 
in the counsel they give the Church. I 
call upon you to have vision, the sense of 
adventure mixed with sound common- 
sense, as our Church goes forward here. 
Adventure, not foolhardiness, care, not 
timid caution. One reason I like the 
Wells Organization is that their approach 
is fundamentally Christian. They know 
all about salesmanship. Sometimes they 
may seem a little unAnglican, but funda¬ 
mentally they never forget that they are 
engaged to help Christians in Christian 
business. 

Is business the only place in which 
the layman can serve? By no means. He 
has his necessary place in the believing 
and worshipping side of the Church’s 
life. Every Christian layman should be 
so educated that he knows the meaning 
of the Faith, the position of his Church 
and the programme of his Lord for win¬ 
ning the world. So many laymen have 
confessed to me that that is just what 
they do not know. They do not under¬ 
stand the faith. They do not realize 


their Church’s distinctive witness, and 
they have no conception of the Christian 
strategy for capturing society for Christ. 
Laymen can, if they will, become well 
educated in their religion. There is a 
movement today for adult religious ed¬ 
ucation. Through the Church you can 
get pamphlets and small books on most 
religious functions and it is well to get 
them through the Church. Some of the 
best, and clearest and most interesting 
writing about our Faith today is being 
done by lay people like C. S. Lewis and 
Dorothy Sayers. Why not read them, and 
others, so that you will know the mean¬ 
ing of your Faith, the position of your 
Church and the program of your Lord? 
The time has gone for us to be reticent 
and silent about our religion. If our 
faith is worth anything, it is worth pas¬ 
sing. on.” 

At the conclusion of the speech, the 
whole assembly rose with applause and 
appreciation for Bishop Clark and his 
message. Dr. Harvey Hebb was in the 
chair, and introduced the bishop. Mr. 
D. W. F. Richardson expressed the 
thanks to Bishop Clark on behalf of the 
laymen. Representative laymen and dig¬ 
nitaries of the Church were at the head 
table. Vernon Barford was in charge of 
tlie music. Mr. Peter Drummond sang 
two solos and was accompanied at the 
piano by Mr. Ralph Couper. Canon T, W. 
Teape, of the D.B.R.E. made an appeal 
for assistance in rehabilitating the build¬ 
ings at Camp Kapasiwin. The Committee 
in charge of the arrangements were R. 
P. Lefroy, D. W. F. Richardson and 
Canon W. Nainby.

L. G. Thomas, The Department of His¬ 
tory, The University of Alberta. Accomo¬ 
dation is limited so those who wish to 
live there are asked to write for applica¬ 
tions without delay. 
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Pleas from the Pews 

Q.—At the Service of Enthronement re¬ 
cently, the wardens of the Cathedral 
carried staves. What is the origin of 
this custom? 

Ans.—In early mediaevial times, a num¬ 
ber of Church officials, notably the can¬ 
tors who led the singing, carried staves 
or wands for practical reasons. Church¬ 
wardens apparently used their staves to 
clear a way for processions, and for the 
clergy when they entered or left the 
church. It should be remembered that in 
those days there were no seats, and the 
congregation stood wherever they pleas¬ 
ed, leaving no convenient passageways. 
Thus the necessity to clear a passage, 
when circumstances required. 

Q.—My neighbour calls himself a Catho¬ 
lic, and says I am a Protestant. Is he 
correct, since I am a member of the 
Anglican Church? 

Ans.—The Church of England is both 
Catholic and, in the best sense, Protest¬ 
ant. Recently, the Archbishop of York 
is quoted as saying—“Occasionally, there 
is reluctance among some church people 
to admit that they are Protestants as 
well as Catholics; no doubt that is due 
to the way in which Protestantism has 
often been associated with a narrow 
and a militant outlook. It would be mis¬ 
leading, without any qualification, to 
describe the Church as Protestant, for it 
is essentially Catholic—possessing and 
valuing the Catholic scriptures, the 
ancient creeds, the sacraments ordained 
by Christ Himself, and the apostolic 
ministry. But in the value it attaches to 
spiritual freedom, it is also Protestant.” 

Q.—Did the Apostles make our Apost¬ 
les’ Creed? If not, why it is called by 
that name? 

Ans.—The Apostles did not make our 
Apostles’ Creed. “It receives its name 
from the fact that it is derived from 
the teaching of the Apostles. It con¬ 
tains the main truths which they preach¬ 
ed to the world, speaking only of those 
things which they had seen and heard, 
while they followed the Lord Jesus. 

Although references to, and quotations 
from, the Creeds are met with in early 
Christian writers, yet a complete creed 
is not found in any document until late 
in the second century. The Apostles’ 
Creed, as we have it, is the Roman form 
of the Western Creeds, and is first found 


in the exposition of Rufinus in the 
fourth century.” (Quoted from “The 
Catholic Religion” by Vernon Stanley) 
Q.—Why does the Lord’s Prayer ap¬ 
pear twice in the Matens and Holy 
Communion? 

Ans.—The Lord’s Prayer was composed 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, and given to 
His Church for use. It comes to us 
hallowed by great associations. Because 
of its origin the Church has specially 
honoured this prayer, and given it a 
place in every office of the Prayer Book, 
causing it to be repeated twice not only 
at Matens and Holy Communion, but 
at Evensong as well. Nine hundred years 
ago, the bishops under King Canute 
beautifully said—“This prayer contains 
a message to God regarding every need 
a man can have, either for this life or 
for that to come.” 

Q.—Is there any rule that says a deacon 
must become a Priest, or could he be a 
deacon for life? 

Ans.—There is no rule which says a 
man must advance to Priests’ orders— 
he does that when he feels called to do 
so by God. Some men do not feel this 
call, and so remain “ ‘perpetual’ deacons”.

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Sunday School by Post & Radio 

In 1905 Mrs. Gwynne, a Sunday 
School superintendent began sending out 
a lesson paper every week to those 
children who could not get in to her 
Sunday School because of bad weather. 
This was the beginning of the Sunday 
School by Post. Today it has grown and 
there are over 32,000 Sunday School by 
Post Scholars throughout Canada receiv¬ 
ing lessons every week. Today some 
twenty-six stations all across Canada are 
broadcasting the Christian Life and 
Truth Uniform Lesson every week for 
periods varying from fifteen minutes to 
half an hour. 

In this diocese we have nearly 1,200 
Sunday School by Post Scholars receiv¬ 
ing lesson papers every week, as well as 
the regular Sunday School of the Air 
programme over CFRN every Sunday 
at 10:45 a.m. 

For us here, this is an important and 
large undertaking in the field of Religi¬ 
ous Education. While we know the num¬ 
ber of scholars receiving papers, we have 
no idea of the numbers listening, or the 
influence of the radio programme, but 
we believe that both these projects are 
well worth while. 

To address, and mail 600 bundles of 
papers, and to keep the records up to 
date, and answer all correspondence is 
no small task. To produce and make 
available a lesson for the radio each 
week is another big job in itself. 

Such projects as these are costly, 
but compared with their value, the cost 
is very small. The Bill for the papers a- 
lone comes to $800.00 a year and the 
postage $35.00 a month. Together with 
this must be added the remuneration 
for the Secretary. For the Radio part 
of this project our weekly bill is almost 
$ 20 . 00 . 

You may be wondering how this work 
is financed. The Diocese in the budget 
provides for some financial assistance 
for the Sunday School by Post. The 
Sunday School of the Air depends en¬ 
tirely on voluntary gifts from interested 
listeners, but is deeply indebted to the 
Women’s Auxiliary for their generous 
support, without which we could not 
possibly have contniued on the Air for 
so long. 

It may be that your family are re¬ 
ceiving, or are listening regularly to us, 
or it may be that as you have this work 
at heart you, yourself, would wish to

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The Church Moves Forward in Japan 

Canon A. H. DAVIS, Field Secretary. 


The Episcopal Church ef the United 
States in its current National Campaign 
for Four Million Dollars under the title 
“Builders for Christ” includes an item 
of $625,000.00 for the Church of Japan. 
They are determined to take every 
possible advantage of the opportunities 
still available for the cause of Christ¬ 
ianity in that land. Acute observers be¬ 
lieve that in many ways Japan is today 
one of tire most strategic and critical 
spots in the world. 

From the reports brought to us by 
our own Primate, Archbishop Barfoot, 
who visited the church in Japan as 
recently as 1951 and by the Hon. Francis 
B. Sayre who just returned from Japan 
which he visited as the personal represen¬ 
tative of the Presiding Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church of the U.S.A. we have 
learned that in spite of countless dis¬ 
couragements the forces of God are 
unmistakably on the march. 

Bishop Powles, assistant-bishop of 
Mid-Japan, on his return from furlough 
writes about a particular cause for joy 
in that diocese, “we are looking forward 
to many Adult Baptisms at Christmas in 
the various churches; and especially at 
the Kindergarten Training School for 
Teachers (Nagoya) is their thanksgiving, 
because every girl in the first year class 
is either a candidate for baptism or a 
catechumen, and several are ready for 
Confirmation. So, although we some¬ 
times feel downhearted about the lack 
of sufficient buildings, we do see every¬ 
where the “buildings made without 
hands” which after all are the main 
part of our work.” 

We in Canada are not alone in the 
acquisition of a new Church House for 
our General Synod work. In Tokyo the 
National Council of the Seikokai met 
recently in their new well-planned 
building which is one more step forward 
in building up a sound business adminis¬ 
tration and for the strengthening of the 
national church life. 

In the Diocese of Hokkaido, where the 
Rev. Norman Smith who is supported by 
the M.C.S.S. is at work, a Christian 
Student Centre is being built on the 
campus of the Government University 
at Sapporo. 

St. Paul’s University with its 4,700 
students is the largest Christian Univer¬ 
sity in Tokyo. Only 10% of all the stud¬ 


ents entering this University are Christ¬ 
ian, but when they graduate it is 
estimated 40% are Christian. To deepen 
these influences a “Christian House” is 
planned on the campus. 

Bishop Yashiro, the Presiding Bishop 
of the Nippon Seikokai, is trying to 
foster rural evangelism and among the 
steps has asked the Rev. H. J. McSherry 
of Hiroshima, one of our M.S.C.C. 
missionaries now on furlough to make 
a special study of the methods of rural 
evangelism in this and other lands. Many 
Bishops, Clergy, and Laymen in the 
Seikokai are aware of the tremendous 
need of Evangelism in all phases of 
Japanese life if the rampaging forces of 
secularism are to be checked. A great 
step forward in this direction was taken 
during the visit of the Hon. Francis B. 
Sayre in the initiation of a great Lay¬ 
men’s Evangelization Movement through¬ 
out Japan. With all this growth and 
development unfolding who shall say 
that God is not at work in Japan! 

It is hoped that Bishop Michael Yas¬ 
hiro will visit a few centres in Canada 
this summer on his way to the Anglican 
Congress in Minneapolis. An invitation 
has been extended to him to be one of 
the main speakers at the Annual Con¬ 
ference on Overseas Missions under the 
auspices of the Canadian Council of 
Churches to be held in Winnipeg July 
27th to 30th. A number of Anglican 
delegates will be welcomed at this im¬ 
portant Conference. 

With only half of one percent of the 
population of Japan Christian we may 
well wonder if ever the 80 millions of 
Japan will be won to Christ. The 
400,000 Christians are such a tiny group. 
The early Christians too were a tiny 
fringe. By God’s help they prevailed. 

Dr. Sayre in a report to the Episcopal 
Church writes: “The situation in Japan 
today is reminiscent of those thrilling 
days in the Roman Empire during the 
first Christian Century. Somehow or 
other with God’s help Christianity con¬ 
quered Rome. No less if it be God’s 
will, and if we do not fail Him, Christ¬ 
ianity can conquer Japan today. But this 
will take full measure of our strength. 
And the time is running fast”. 

While the door is still open the M.S. 
C.C. and the W.A. are most anxious 
to increase their help to the indigenous 


Church of Japan. Recruits of good calibre 
are still being sent overseas and the 
financial needs both small and great 
are unending. Spare a prayer for our 
missionary brethren and for the mem¬ 
bers of the Seikokai in the Anglican 
Communion. 


HOW TO MAKE VESTRY 
MEETINGS INTERESTING 

Many vestrymen become impatient 
with cut and dried vestry meetings. This 
is a healthy sign. Complaining about 
assessments, debating small expenditures 
of money, or rubber-stamping pro¬ 
grammes because of the fear of hurting 
someone’s feelings—all this can be very 
boring to busy and intelligent laymen. 

The vestry has a much larger task. 
The members are the elected members 
of the parish. They are expected to be 
leaders. This means that their business 
experience should be combined with 
their love for the Church in an effort 
to extend the influence of the Church 
into the community and the world. This 
places the vestry in an important spot 
if the parish is to do a job of evangelism. 

Here is a suggestion: at the next 
vestry meeting get the financial business 
out of the way as soon as possible, then 
hold a discussion on the relationship of 
the vestry, corporately and individually, 
to these questions: 

1. How can we re-enlist our com¬ 
municants for Christ? 

2. What can we do to reach the 
unchurched in our community? 

3. Is there any way in which we 
can revitalize our worship, private 
and public? 

4. What is our task in parish, 
diocese and world? 

5. What methods can be used to 
educate our people more effec¬ 
tively in the Church and religion? 

6. What is our responsibility to our 
rector in his task of leadership? 

7. Are we reaching our young people 
with a living programme? 

8. What type of religious training 
are we giving our children and to 
what extend are we reaching the 
children in the community who 
are receiving no religious instruc¬ 
tion? 

9. Are we meeting the religious 
needs of the community? 

10. What are we doing for the world 
missionary task?

“EDMONTON CHURCHMAN”

taries who produce the Parish 
Notes. Without them, where would 
we hear about all the local “do¬ 
ings” of the Church? They send 
us everything—jokes, elections, re¬ 
ports on local progress and so on. 

The Parish Notes can be im¬ 
proved if each secretary follows 3 
rules of Journalism:— 

(1) Keep your article to a maxi¬ 
mum of 200 words. 

(2) Try writing about only one 
incident in Parish life for 
each issue. And then simply 
list other events in the brief¬ 
est possible way. If you do 
this you will have room to 
make one story really in¬ 
teresting. 

(3) Keep it simple. The simpler 
it is the more people will 
read it, and that is what you 
want, isn’t it?
